He started in pursuit of the negra.

with a man named Wray, who was driv: 
ing a wagon. Edwards fired, the load 
striking the negro, who returned the fire 
The negro dodged behind the horses’ 
neads and Edwards behind the tail of the 


wagon. 
With Wray ducking between them, they 

fire? as they caught sight of each other. 

Edwards was wobdnded in the face by a

one of Davis’ pullets, put the boy kept 
firing and reloading, using bird shot, Not 
until the third load struck the negro did 
he reel and stagger to the road fence, 
whereupon the boy ran to him and emp- 
tied both barrels of his gun into his body, 
Then he jumped upon the negro’s body 
and stamped out any life that remained.

Washington, November 20.—President 
Roosevelt made an address today at the 
One hundred and eleventh anniversary 
celebration at St. Patrick church and 
the dedication of Carroll hall, the new 
parochial! building and parish school, Car- 
Ginal Gibbons, several archbishops and 
Other dignitaries of the Catholic church 
attended the exercises, the former mak- 
ing an‘ eddress immediately preceding 
that of the president. 

Dr. Safford introduced President Roose- 
velt as ‘‘the man of even-handed jus- 
tice; the president of the ‘Square Deal.’ ”’ 
President Roosevelt thanked the rector 
and joined in the laugh which preceded 
prolonged cheering. ‘Then he spoke In 
part as follows: 

“It is a great pleasure to me to be 
present with you today to assist at the 
dedication of this school, hall and rec- 
tory of this parish. I am glad, indeed, 
to have been introduced, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, by you, the spiritual representative 
in a peculiar sense of that Biship Car- 
roll, who. played so illustrious a part 
in the affairs of the church and whose 
kinsfolk played as illustrious a part in 
the affairs of the nation at the dawning 
of this government. In greeting all of 
you I wish to say that I am especially 
giad to see the children present. You 
know I believe in children. 1 want to 
see enough of them and of the right 
kind. 

“I wish today, in the very brief re- 
marks that I have to make, to dwel] upon 
this thought, that while in this country 


we need wise laws honestly and fearlegs- | 


ly executed, and while we cannot afford 
to tolerate anything but the highest 
standard in the public service of the 
government, yet that in the last analysis 
the future of the country must depend 
upon the quality of the individnal home, 
of the individual man or woman in 
that home, and that very largely de- 
pends upon the way in which the average 
boy or gir] is brought up. Therefore a 
pecullar responsibility rests upon those 
whose life work i? is to see to the splrit- 
Ual welfare of our people, and upon 
those who make it their life work to 
try to train the citizens of the future 
so that they shall be worthy of that 
future. 

“The rules of good citizenship are 
tolerably simple. The trouble is not in 
finding them out; the trouble is in Hivy- 
ing up to them after they have been 
found out. We know fairly well what 
qualities they are which in their sum 
make up the type of character we like 
to see in man or wife, son or daughter; 
but I am afraid we do not alweys see 


them as well developed as we would 
like to. 

“I wish to see in the average American 
citizen the development of two sets of 
quality, which we can roughly indicate 
aS sweetness and strength—the qualities 
on the one hand which make the man 
able to hold his own, and those which. 
on the other hand, make him jealous for 
the rights of others just as much as for 
bis own rights.

WAS RELEASED

Killing of Owen Was Ac- 
cident Says the 
Jury. 


The coroner held an inquest yesterday 
morning over the body of David B. Owen, 
who was shot and killed in the Cannon 
house last week by Bert Spencer and 
the verdict of the jury was that the 
shooting was an accident. Spencer was 
immediately r@leased from the Tower. 

The main witness in the case was 
Herbert W. Talley, who was in the room 
when the shooting occurred, and he stated 
‘that he, Spencer and Owen went to the 
|Cannon house together, and after being 
‘in a room about two hours Spencer pulled 
\a pistol from his pocket and handed it 
to Owen. The latter. after examining 
it a few minutes, handed it back to 
Spencer, and as he did so the weapon was 
naecidentally discharged. 

Spencer told the same story as Talley. 

The report that Spencer registered at 
ithe. Cannon house under an assumed 
name was a mistake. The .evidence 
‘showed that he registered under his own 
nume. 

When the jury rendered a yerdtct of 
| accidental killing, Justice Ormond, be- 
fore whom the warrant against Spencer 
had been taken out, wrote an order to 
the sheriff for the release of the prisoner 
from the Tower. The warrant had been 
sworn out by Owen's father and it 
charged Spencer with murder. 

Owen lived at I! Capitol avenue. Spen- 
cer resided with his father at 5! Pied- 
ijmont place, and Talley lived at 470 
Whitehall street. 

The three young men were friends. 
When the shooting was first reported to 
the police there were circumstances 
which pointed to the killing of Owen as 
the result of a game of crapr. This, 
however, did not develop at the fnevest. 
and every member of the jury believed 
ithe killing was purely an accident.

ance with an understanding reached at 
the recent meeting of the board of trus- 
i|tees of the Catholic university, Cardinal 
Gibbons today gave to the press an offi- 
cial letter addressed to ‘the Catholic 
clergy. The letter is dated Baltimore, 
‘November !7. 

It says that with the collection taken 
one month before the first Sunday of Ad- 
vent this year and with donations from 
various sources, the receipts of the uni- 
iversity for last year, apart from its regu- 
‘lar income, amounted to $160,809. Of 
these funds $68,743 was employed in the 
Payment of debts, $50,000 was invested 
and the remainder was used to meet cur- 
rent expenses. As a result there was no 
deficit last year, nor is there at present 
any floating debt. The letter adds: 

“The amount donated by the Knights 
of Columbus and not included in the re- 
ceipts mentioned above was $50,000. This 
was also invested, making a total in- 
vestment of $100,000. The funds were 
placed for investment in the hands of 
the finance commitee, appointed last year 
and composed of gentlemen who enjoy the 
highest reputation for integrity and busi- 
ness ability. The entire amount, there- 
fore, resulting from the collelction {is 
absolutely free from the complications 
and risks to which, as you doubtless 
have learned through the press, the gen- 
eral endowment of the university has re- 
cently been exposed. 


Securities Protect Funds. 

“Regarding the actual situatidn, I deem 
{t my duty to inform you that the funds 
hitherto handleg by the treasurer of the 
universitv aggregate $881,000. The dis- 
posal of these funds in -no way involves 
the property of the university, its lands, 
buildings, or equipment. The funds them- 
selves are protected by securities, which 
it is confidently believed, will, in any 
‘equitable settlement, insure the univer- 
Sity against serious loss. 

“On the other hand, pending the final 
adjustment of all claims now in litiga- 
tion, the university is, in large measure, 
deprived of the revenues which 
hitherto been available for this work. 
This is the more regretable at the pres- 
ent time when the unliversity should be 
So strengthened ang ceveloped as to at- 


them from non-Catholic inatitu- 
tions. With fhe utmost economy as now 
practiced in every department the in- 
come is not sufficient for the necessary 
expenses. 

“The amounts which the trustees and

Evils of Forcing. 

Is it about to be scientifically proven 
that our pet theories of education and 
the plan of crowding young brains 
with a vast assortment of facts and 
theories, which, it is argued, will re 
cur to the perso: in later years 
while now serving to develop and set 
in motion the machiney of thought, 
is all wrong and positively injurious” 

A distinguished London physician 
whose special work brings him in 
close touch with the primary grades 
of King Edward’s’ schools, has 
sounded a note of warning as to the 
harmfulness and inefficiency of our 
present popular mode of education. He 
deprecates forcing. 

In an address before the Childhood 
Society of that city last week, Dr. T. 
B. Hyslop, senior physician to the 
Bethlehem Royal Hospital and of 
King Edward’s schools, declared that 
the present age is characterized by a 
“diminution of intellectual vigor,” and 
also that it is an era of ‘incréascd 
capacity for (remembering, but de- 
creased capacity for thought.” 

The doctor developed this idea at 
great length and declared that the in- 
crease of insanity among civilized peo- 
ple, should cause more careful and 
scientific inquiry into our methods o7 


.|mental and physicial training. 


It is a difficult question to determine 
by just how much the possession of 
barren facts and unrelated ideas can 
stimulate and produce that other 
«ct of the human brain, called 
original thought. Dr. Hyslop asserts 
that the Icading up process is not 
conducive to continuity of thought, 
but, on the other hand, is closely re- 
lated to an easy passing into the 
various states of insanity. 

The learned gentleman firmly be- 
lieves that the great fault of the edu- 
cational age is forcing, that too early 
and too severe a tax is put upon the 
mental faculties, There is no questior 
that some form of mental training 
should begin with the first develop- 
ment of reason, but there is consider- 
able room for doubt as to whether the 
intellectual coaching of the child 
should not be determined by its ir- 
dividual awakening and app#tite for 
knowledge. 

A rathor severe, but probably true 
accusation made by Dr. Hyslop, is that 
the normal mental state of the mz 
jority of people inhabiting the civilized 
countries of the globe, is one of dit- 
fuse consciousness. None there are 
who could travel far without their 
vade mecum in the shape of books 
of reference, Even those whose mem- 
ories are sometimes proven the most 
retentive for facts of varied sort, are 
not always the clearest thinkers nor 
iu@ most profound logicians. 

The real secret of education, re- 
duced to its last analysis, is the great 
fact of arousing interest. As long as 
the brain can follow connectedly ore 
line of thought, the mere act of 
learning is easy, and the gradually 
lengthening of this process is the 
surest proof of intellectual advance- 
ment, 

Dr. Hyslop’s condemnation of 
“forcing” and of the present rapid ad- 
vancement in civilization as conducing 
to the decrease of intellectual vigor 
ehould furnish the basis of some hearz 
to heart interviews among the leading 
educators and those prescribing the 
courses of study for young and imma: 
ture irtellects,

Preservatives in Food. 

Perhaps the increase in gastric dis- 
orders, the growing addiction of the 
great American public to indigestion 
remedies and widely advertised purga- 
tives, is not entirely due to the tend- 
ency to over-eating and lack of ex- 
ercise. The preservatives used in 
various food stuffs is found to be a 
prolific source of various stomach dis- 
orders. 

According to Dr. H. W. Wiley, of 
the United States Bureau of Chem- 
istry, a branch of the governmental 
department of agriculture,  bleary 
eyes, dull headaches and other un- 
pleasant physical ailments arise 
from the use of borax and boracic acid 
as preservatives in food. Dr. Wiley 
has been making some experiments 
on twleve young men at the govern- 
ment laboratory at Washington, to 
determine the food value of various 
products. He is now engaged in the 
third years’ experiments, and in tabu- 
lating the result of the second year’s 
inquiries. 

As to his investigations of food 
preservatives, Dr. Wiley declared: 


When we began our experiments 
we had no theories fo = substanti!- 
ate or any preconceived ideas. After 
administering borax and boracic acid 
many outward signs were detected in 
our subjects without the need of the 
chemical balance. In every § instance 
there was a marked loss of weight. 

Whether we gave the doses in a short 
series to the limit of toleration or during 
long periods of fifty days, thére were 
serious disturbances of functions. In 
every instance there was a marked loss 
of weight. 

When the doses Were administered in 
increasing quantities, there was develop- 
ed a feeling of fulness in the stomach and 
head. The men disclosed bleary eyes 
and developed marked and continuous 
dull headaches. They showed inability 
to do mental work. The men upon whom 
we experimented were either clerks in 
the departments or assistant chemists in 
the laboratory, and they complained that 
they were unable te do their work as they 
should. 

We found no nausea, as the German 
physicians did, nor did we find that smal] 
doses, long continued, proved harmless. 
Our results showed a middle position be- 
tween these extremes. 

The use of borax was proved to be es- 
pecially hard on the already overworked 
kidneys. The use of such preservatives 
are certainly ndt necessary in this coun- 
try and as they are open to suspicion 
their use should be discouraged. 

The position of England is different 
from the United States, England depends 
on distant countries for her meat and 
putter and it needs to have them packed 
in borax. 

If I were going on a long excursion or 
an exploring expedition, I would rather 
have borax in my fooé@ than have it 
spoiled. But I would prefer to get my 
food without it.

danger, and yet that does not justify its 
use. If wsed constantly and in ‘large 
quantities it will undoubtedly produce 
diminution of weight, loss of appetite and 
fulness in the head. Where these pre- 
servatives are used, their use should be 
made known on the label. 

Dr. Wiley’s views were indorsed by 
several physicians present who quote4 
instances in which they had noted the 
inimical] effects of formaline in milk 
and flour in bottled beer.

The Trial of ‘“‘Nan”’ Patterson. 

Perhaps no murder trial of the day 
is attracting more widespread interest 
throughout the United States, than 
that of Mrs. Nan Patterson, the Floro- 
dora girl, which will be continued in 
New York this week. 

She is charged with the death of 
Caesar Young, the noted turfman and 
bookmaker, whose end was brought 
about in such a spectacular manner. 
while driving with the young woman 
in a cab on Broadway on June 4th 
last. Young was on his way to the dock 
to sail with his wife for Europe. While 
the hansom whirled through the busy 
Street, the fatal pistol shot was fired 
that caused the young man’s death; 
now Nan Patterson is arraigned ta 
answer the charge of murder. 

A notable feature of the challenge to 
the talesmen summoned for jury duty, 
framed by the counsel for the defense. 
was as to whether or not they would 
be prejudiced against the veracity 
of the defendant by testimony showing 
her to have been guilty of damaging 
relations with the dead man. 

The real cause for this young woman 
being subjected to the humiliating pro- 
cess Of a trial for murder after tne 
admission by the assistant district at- 
torney, Mr. Rand, that his case rests 
entirely upon circumstantial evidence, 
and after two parties have come for- 
ward and declared that they were 
personal witnesses to the tragedy aud 
saw Caesar Young fire the fatal shot 
that resulted in his death, must rest 
in the peculiar criminal laws of New 
York and the attitude of the prosecut- 
ing attorneys. 

The train of circumstances leading 
u, to the terrible event that placed 
the beautiful show girl in the role of 
a defendant on the stage of the 
criminal court in a notorious murder 
tragedy, furnishes the clue for a 
Serious course of reflection on part of 
fathers and mothers, as well as young 
women themselves, who, by ill-di- 
rected natural inclinations, lack of 
early training and through contact and 
awakened knowledge of the tempta- 
tions and allurements of the world of 
business and harmful pleasures, see!: 
to pass unharmed by the alluring 
paths that lead through poppy fields to 
physical and moral quagmires. 

Unless the credibility of the two 
witnesses who assert that they were 
eye witnesses of Casear Young’s death 
is attacked and their evidence is 
proven to be unreliable, the outcome 
of the present trial admits of little 
doubt, The moral lesson of the charge 


and the unwelcome distinction it gives 


the fair defendant is plain and easy 
to understand. 

With the theaters producing only 
one side of the great dramas of life, 
With the most noted playwrights of 
the time drawing the curtain before 


‘the unpleasant picture of the inevitable 


consequences of folly and wroungdo- 
ing, the burden-is put upon the pulpit 
and the press to more persistently 


argue the distasteful features of these 


cases, to show the ashes that remain 
as the fruit of careless pleasure, to 
emphasize more plainly the unsatisfy 
ing phases of sin and moral] obliquity. 
to utter the note of warning to the 
heedless and the thoughtless and to 
point the inevitable lessons of crime. 

From the evidence in the case, pre- 
sented in the news stories, in which 
the various incidents leading up to 
the tragelly were 
Young sacrificed everything for a 
Strange infatuation. His marriage to 
the beautiful girl who became his wife 
was the result of a romantic incident. 
Later she became hig acknowledged 
“good angel,” and the cause of most of 
the good fortune that came to him. He 
was a turfman and a bookmaker. She 
became of practical aid in his own 


line of business. Her judgment on turf 


matters he found to be good; a race 
horse trained by her from a colt won 
rich sweepstakes at a time when their 
fortunes were demoralized. She did 
not falter in the face of his divided -f- 
fection, but sought to protect him 
from the evil influences of an im- 
proper attachment that was luring 
him away. She persuaded him tv 
leave San Francisco and they 
traveled by rail to New York, when 
the Florodora girl appeared and the 
loyal little wife planned a trip for Eu- 
rope. As she waited for her weak and 
capricious spouse on board the stearm- 
er, the shot was fired that ended his 
life. 

The adventure has little in it to in- 
spire one to emulation, the tragedy 
was a natural and almost inevitable 
outcome of the circumstances leading 
up to it, two homes have been 
wrecked and a beautiful creature, 
ciarged with an awful crime, is on 
trial for her life. 

The story is not a pleasant one.

The further protection of the sources 
of the water supply for the great cities 
of the country and the discovery of 
some germicide that will purity drink- 
ing water, is just now attracting unus 
ual aitention throughout the United 
States. 

Tnat impure drinking water is the 
most baneful source of malaria, is a 
matter of universal knowledge, and 
the contamination of the streams and 
ponds that result in fostering typhoid 
bacilli has been engaging the most 
active thought of the scentists and 
physicians of the country, who have 
earnestly sought a remedy. The most 
costly reservoirs and the most inm-

been altogether effective against the 
pernicious sources of infection. 

Doctors Moore and Kellerman, of the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, have for some time directed their 
efforts toward discovering a chemical 
that would destroy the algae that ren- 
der drinking water kept in reservoirs 
offensive to the smell and displeasing 
to the taste. This power is found to 
be inherent in solutions of copper, of 
course diluted to such an extent as to 
be rendered harmless to the consumer, 
but still effective in destroying typhoid 
bacilli, 

In discussing the experiments re- 
cently made to discover the precise e¢- 
fect of copper solutions on wate. 
American Medicine says: 

In a recent address before the Philo- 
scphical society, Dr. Moore stated that 
ccpper fulfils the three requisites to be 
considered by municipalities in under- 
taking to purify their water supply 
from algae, and even from bacterial 
growth; namely, efficiency, harmless- 
ness and cheapness—a reservoir hold- 
ing 80,000,000 gallons having been suc- 
cessfully treated at a cost not greater 
than $50. There is sufficient evidence 
that regarding aga] growth the method 
It has been successfully ap- 
plied in several New England towns— 
in Elmira and Cambridge, N, Y., and 
in Butte, Montana, 

Naturally the scentists are not yet 
prepared to unanimously endorse the 
effectiveness of the new discovery, 
and question the fact that copper has 
the faculty of destroying typhoid bacilli 
while at the same time being harmless 
to human beings. Dr. Abbott is in 
favor of giving over gne of the six 
reservoirs that supply water to Phila- 
delphia for the purpose of expefri- 
mentation. In that city typhoid fever 
is all too prevalent, and the people are 
aroused over some means to insure its 
prevention. The suggested plan will 
probably be adopted. Dr. Pennington, 
of the Philadelphia health bureau, is 
now experimenting with colloidal so- 
lutions of copper, which he obtains 
by permitting water to flow over cop- 
ner plates charged with electricity.

Novelties in Pistols. 

What appears to be an effort to make 
a small pistol hurl a cannon ball Is 
shown th fife accompanying illustration, 
which was the subject of a recent pat 
ent issue@ to a St. Louis’ inventor, 
but a few of the devices have already 
been placed on the market and have 
made quite a stir in the ranks of the 
greatest army tn the world, which is of 
the papes-capped soldiers of the Ameri- 
can nurseries. 

This awful looking weapon is nothing 
more than a toy which shoots an ordi- 
nary rubber ball, such can be pur- 
chased in any toy store. This pistol is 
loaded merely by slipping the bail Into 
the large cup-shaped extension of the 
barrel, which it fits snugly, and to the 
rear of it is a plunger, which is operat- 
ed by the hammer. When the latter is 
pulled back, the plunger is draWn into 


as 


the barrel, but when the trigger is 
pulled the plunger strikes the ball @ 
eharp blow and sends it at a lively rate 
from the cup. The rubber bal] of the 
dimensions suitable for this purpose is 
not capable of doing any injury to the 
person and can do little damage to the 
housetiold goods. 

The secon@ pistol shown is designed 
for more practical uses and consiste of 
the combination of a knife and a cork- 
screw with the ordinary pocketknife, 
Quite a laTge-sized blade is tucked away 
in a slot provided below the barrel, and 
this is operated by a spring like the 
blade of the ordinary pocketknife, so 
that when it is wanted it is a simple 
matter to draw it from its shieldlike 
resting place with the aid of the finger 
nail. It is not intended that the knife 
shall be used as a weapon, but rather 
for the purpose of the hunter. The

DR, BROUGHTON 
ANSWERS CRITIC 


Says Dr, Harris ls Hiding Behind 
Poor To Shoot Revival 


Tabernacle Pastor Deplores Criticism, 
but Says the Revival Was Not 
Ethical and Acomplished 
Great Good for Atlanta. 

, What He Said. 


Rev. Len. G. Broughton, in the prelude 
of his regular sermon at the Tabernacle 
last night, discussed the criticisms that 
have been passed upon the recent revival 
and expressed his views in no uncertain 
‘terms. 

He declared that Atlanta cared for her 
poor far better than any other city of 
the same size in the country. Though 
absent from the city during the meetings 
he heartily endorsed them and rejoiced 
in the good he declared they had done, 
He said that Atlanta had never spent 
$7,500 in a better way. He deplored the 
criticism, but said it was no more than 
Was to be expected. He said for any one 
to ‘hide behind Atlanta's poor to shoot at 
the revival was cowardly. ‘Atlanta,”’ 
gaid he, ‘‘never saw the day when she 
Was not ready to respond to the cal) of 
the poor, provided they were not dead- 
beats.”’ 

He said: ‘Suffer me ta say a word 
about the criticism of the great revival 
which all Atianta hag recently enjoyed. 
It séems that we have a sensation any- 
now. Al] is well however. | never saw 
a@ good revival that did not have a sen- 
gational ‘‘I told you so.”’ I am very sorry 
that anybody should come out in opposi- 
ticn to such a meeting. It is, however, 
no more than we could expect under tne 
circumstances. Everybody is well aware 
that the revival was run upon the old 
gospel lines. It was itiaugurated by 
business men ;who believe in the old gos- 
pel. They felt a bit of the burden of 
hell-bound sinners, and were willing to go 
their length toward their salvation. They 
invited men here who would preach gal- 
vation alone by the blood of Christ. They 
invited only such churches as stand for 
such. a gospel. There were certain 
churches left out because of this fact. 
The meeting was a grand success, as Il 
have found since I came home. The 
whole atmosphere of Atlanta has been 
charged with Christ. Men are talking 
religion that never thought about relig- 
fon. Here is where the shoe pinches. 
The Universalist church does nat belong 
In the column of the orthodox evangell- 
¢ql churches {n Atlanta. It knows this, 
and yet its pastor is constantly complain- 
ing wher he is jeft out. 


Wot an Ethical WHevival. 


“The Atlanta Business Men’s Union 
never started ouf to project an ethical 
revival. It is distinctly one thing to get 
a clean shirt on a man, and another thing 
to get a clean heart in a man. Jesus 
Christ said, ‘Ye must be born again.” It 
is time to talk ethics after a man is born 
again. <All the ethics in creation is noth- 
ing to a man tn hell, God be praised 
for the revival of the old time gospel. It 
is always ‘the power of God unto salva- 
ticn’ when preached in the Spirit. This 
igs the message Atlanta needs first. Sam 
Hadley was being criticised by a woman 
doctor once for saying that Jesus’ blood 
not only could cleanse from sin, but also 
take away the taste for whisky. The 
‘ doctor said, ‘Now, Mr. Hadley, that can’t 
be so for the coating of an old whiskey 
drinker’s stomach is all gone.’ ‘Praise 
the Lord,’ said Hadley. ‘Now,’ said the 
doctor, ‘what are you praising the Lord 
for?’ ‘Why,’ said Hadley, ‘I always 
knew I got a new heart when I was 
saved, but I did not know that I got a 
new stomach. too.’ 

“Atlafitta wantsareligion of the new 
dirth. That is what the recent great re- 
vival stood for. God greatly blessed it, 
and now comes the time for ethics. 

“As for charity, it 1s a slander upon 
Atlanta to intimate that she would ne- 
elect her poor. There is no city in the 
world of our size that is so considerate 
of the poor. 

“TI know whereof I speak. Look at our 
hospitals, homes, kindergartens, etc. 
Where is there a city that equals us? I 
make the assertion without fear of con- 
tradiction that there is not a soul in 
this city tonight that is suffering for the 
necessaries of life but that the want 
would be relieved if the poilce department, 
to say nothing of the churches, were 
informed. I am not talking for church 
members in need. Their churches ought 
to take care of them. I am talking of 
those that have no church. 

“Of course we want to de more than 
that, and Atlanta is going to do more 
than that. We are going to do what we 
have done gnd more. We are going, as 
churches. to see to it that Christ is hon- 
ored in our charity. This will not in- 
terfere with the city’s giving to its fund 
which is in the name of the city. 

“The animus in this matter {fs not the 
poor, it is the success of the old gospe] of 
eur fathers. That is what pinches our 
Tniversalist brother. Thank God Atlan- 
ta can have a revival. and she will not 
forget her noor. either. She never has 
done it and certainly «he won't now. I 
tell you charity is goine to hell without 
the atoning blood of Christ. That ts 
what grouses me. And T do not disnar- 

ge charity. T will let mv record speak 
for itself on this line. ‘There has been 
too much hobrnohbhing in Atlanta with 
unorthodox = re'icion. This movement 
means @rawine the line. Tet the world 
know where we stand. and then let us 
do as the Atlanta prese has said, ‘Show 
our faith ‘bv our wor's” 

Was on Band Wagon. 


“The churches and neonle that eave to 
this revival are the churches and neopte 
that will give to the poor. It nas always 
been so. and it is not going to fail this 
time. I was 4,000 miles away when 
Atlanta had her revival, but if any man 
thinks I am not with the band wagon 
he is mistaken. God pity me if * should 
throw one drop of Cold water upon a 
gingle new-born soul. The Universalist 
pastor can make light of such work if he 
wants to, but he can’t hide behind the 
poor to vaunt his Universalism. There 
are some of the rest of us that have tne 
poor at heart, too. Our position is well 
known. We don't have to pose to be felt 
in this direction. As a church the taber- 
nacle stands ready to suffer with the 
suffering, but we don’t propose being 
arfven to swallow Universalism in doing 
it.

MARY CHURCHES PLEDGED

Will Not Take Up a Collection 
and Thereby Sell the Truth 
for So Small a 
Thing. 


The charity of Atlanta and the 
}erosity of Atlantans was almost a uni- 
versal theme among the pulpits of the 
Atianta churches yesterday. 

From almost every pastor came a ring- 
ing answer to the charge that the evange- 


lical church of Atlanta was disposed 
rather to giving funds for the further- 
ing of spiritual revivals than to the feed- 
ing of the hungry and the clothing of 
the poor. 

More than this every church without 
exception placed itself on record through 
the pastor that they would meet every 
real need for charity and also that they 
would make this winter a memorable one 
in history in this respect. 

Rev. Mr. Harris, the pastor of the 
Universalist church, stated that he ques- 
tioned the sincerity of Rev. Mr. White, 
pastor of the Second Baptist church, and 
said that the first man in desperate 
need sent to him for assistancé was 
turned away by his critic. 

Rey. Mr. White, on the other hand, 
stated that he would be more than glad 
to make good the part of the contribu- 
tion of his church to all real charity, 
but that he would not do it on any other 
than Christian grounds, and that he 
would not do it in a way that could be 
misconstrued as ‘‘policy” or refuting the 
charge that the evangelical church was 
fnot charitably disposed. Rev. Mr. White 
also stated that there was no basis for 
such a charge, and that he did not in- 
tend to deviate from the regular manner 
of dispensing charity at the instance of 
a charge from Universalism. 

In this respect both pastors made some 
persona] references regarding the issue 
which has caused such general comment 
in the city. 
| But, regarding the giving to the poor 
and the ministering to the sick and the 
needy, the entire evangelical church of 
Atlanta stood as a solid unit in the voice 
of the pulpits yesterday. All seemed 
agreed that while the charges made that 
the churches had been deficient in this 
respect and that an exorbitant and un- 
due amount of money had been spent for 
the conducting of the recent revivals, 
was absolutely false and without founda- 
tion, still each and every church was 
more than willing to refute these charges 
and see to it that every poor person in 
Atlanta had occasion to give real and 
hearty thanksgiving for material as well 
as spiritual help on the national holiday 
devoted to this special purpose which 
arrives Thursday.

In a sermon preached yesterday morn- 
ing in the Universalist church, Rev. C. J. 
Harris, the pastor, who criticised the re- 
cent revival in Atlanta, stated that he 
doubted the sincerity of Dr. John E. 
White, pastor of the 
ghurch, in offering to supply 
destitute families of Atlanta. 

“I, however, question his sincerit 
said Rev. Mr. Harris, ‘“‘as the first man 
in desperate néeg sent to my benevolent 
critic was turned away Saturday.” 

Rev. Mr. Harris gave considerable time 
yesterday to answering the criticisms of 


his sermon of last Sunday in which he

relief of the poor of Atlanta. 

A large crowd attended morning ser- 
vice in the Universalist church yesterday 
morning ang gave evidences of apprecia- 
tion of the words of the minister. 

The sermon centered about two texts— 
Ruth fi, 16: ‘‘Let fall handsful on pur- 
pose,” and “Matt. vii:l4, “Not everyone 
that saith ‘Lord. Lord,’ shall enter into 
the kingdom, but he that doeth the will 
of mv Father.” 

The pastor said: 

“A certain Jewish woman was left 
alone this last week with her five little 
Ones by the death of her husband. She 
was in destitution. and before her hus- 
band’s body was colq the jewish people 
Placed $400 into her hands. This is ‘non- 
Christian charity,’ but somehow it has a 
ring of genuineness that is quite in the 
key of Jesus’ sweetest song. 

“I dare say a suffering man little cares 
what bread is named, providing it’s the 
Same quality. Since Jesus made a Sa- 
maritan an ideal, though he was not even 
a Jew, I am quite willing to be placed in 
his rank. 

“Atlanta claims to have had a revival, 
but there are a few strong evidences that 
another might do good. At least, so 
of my evangelical critics have used terms 
and expressions that a little Christian 
grace might at least smooth and make 
pleasanter. 

“A learned pastor says ‘The talk of 
suffering is moonshine,’ and he challenges 
me to produce any. The challenge, if 
meant, is heartily accepted. 

“I, however, question its sincerity, as 
the first man in desperate need sent to 
my benevolent critic was turned away 
Saturday. 

“T demand a strict loyalty to the prom- 
ise. embodied in his challenge and if the 
needy cases are not provided for I shall 
insist that The Constitution publish the 
faicta of each refusal. 

‘Suffering in Atlanta! I have found 
much and am already well armed with 
cases most desperate. 

“I accept the statement of inability to 
use $23 and the unused store room of 
unused groceries as a confession.

It is 
true, during warm w-ather there is less 
suffering, but if tomorrow is zero weath- 
er the suffering will be appalling.

A poor man ask- 
ing almg at your door is often less de-

Let 
us give out of willing and loving hearts. 
My motive from the first wag sincere; 
my desire fervent. Let Christmas find a 
city alive to the needs of fellow-men 
and fervent in the spirit of good will and 
brotherly love.”’

Things mate- 
rial are of more importance in the eyes 
of the world and of the church ag well 
than things spiritual. 

“The poor of Atlanta have not been 
deprived of one dollar by reason of tule 
monéy spent on the recent revival mee:- 
ings. But on the other hand the poor 
will be materially benefited. The pub- 
lic. conscience has ben quickened and 
the spirit of liberality has ben increased 
as the people of God have rededicated 
themselves io Him by solemn covenant. 
There ig not a poor man, woman or 
child in Atlanta who will not be’ benefited 
materially in some way by the revival 
which has touched every part of this 
city. 

“Whenever the conscience is quickened 
and the love of God shed abroad in its 
heart, there will be a corresponding sym- 
pathy with and a love for the poor and 
We unfortunate, which must be ex- 
pressed in deeds of charity.

(From The Seattle Times.) 

To secure more than $25,000 worth of 
furs now at ‘Petropaviovsk, the steam 
schooner Harold Dollar sails today on 
her long voyage across the Pacific. The 
verse] left San Francisco for the Sibe- 
rian coast about three weeks ago, but 
when eight days out from that port was 
forced to put back to Seattle for re- 
pairs, 

The valuable furs are the property of 
| @ Russian company with agents in San 
' Francisco, It has been the custom to 
dispatch a vessel from Nagasaki to the 
Siberian coast each season for furs and 
skins. At the outbreak of war between 
Russia ard Japan, the company’s ves- 
sel was in the harbor at Nagasaki, and 
the Japanese would not permit her to 
sail. 

Soon after the Harold Dollar was 
launched from the shipyards in Eureka, 
negotiations were entered into for the 
charter of the vessel for a voyage to Si- 
beria. She sailed from the Californ'a 
metropolis in command of Captain 
Thwing, formerly master of the steam- 
ship Santa Clara and a man familiar 
with northern waters.

I have ofteg insisted that one 
ton of cotton seed are worth no more

So, then, if you can exchange a ton of 
seed for 1,200 or 1,400 pounds of meal 
(which you certainly may do) you will 
get 400 to 600 pgunds of meAl in excess 
of the equivalent fertilizer value of the 
ton of seed, 

However, a few farmers are so tfncon- 
venient to an oll mill,sor ratflroad station, 
'that they cannot afford the expense of 
hauling the seed to the same and the 
meal back to their farms, and other 
farmers who insist on using thelr seed 
as a fertilizer in spite o¢ contrary ad- 
vice, and for their benefit the following 
formula for cotton on very sandy soils 
is given, as it has peen many times 
before:

|The amount, however, appears larger 
than {it really is, because the cotton seed 
jand kainit are both what we call low 
igrade ingredients, or containing a low 
ipercentage of plant food.
